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PROHIBITION. 


While it is satisfactory to know 
that the legislative committee of the 
Dominion temperance alliance has been 
able to agree on an active policy 
whereby the large vote in favor of 
prohibition in a number of the pro- 
vinees will be recognized while the 
adverse majority in Quebec will not 
be antagonized, it isdoubtful if they 


have chosen the best possible course. 
There are many attractive features 
about the idea of national prohibition. 
There is no doubt that to enlist the 
paramount authority of the federa! 
government is to secure very great 
advantages in the enforcement of a 
prohibitory law. But if the prohibi- 
tion is to be provincial and not 
national as is now proposed, it scarcely 
seems desirable or practicable that a 
matter which has become essentially 
provincial should be handled under 
federal authority. 

In a question so intricate as this 
there should be no division of author- 
ity or of responsibility. National 
prohibition should be legislated for by 
the national parliament and provincial 
prohibition by the provincial legis- 
lature and government. If the pro- 
vinces have not the necessary author- 
ity now let them be given that 
authority by amendment to the 
British North America act, and then 
their governments can be held directly 
responsible by the people for the law 
and for its enforcement. However 
complete a law may be made by the 
federal government or parliament, 
the machinery for the enforcement of 
that law is largely, or altogether under 
provincial control. This division of 
authority and responsibility for the 
making of the law and for its enforce- 
ment can only result in confusion and 
a general lack of responsibility and 
therefore of enforcement, which is the 
main point to be zimed at. 

The more directly and plainly the 
will of the peopie can be brought to 
bear on their legislators the more 
likely ais there to be a good law well 
enforeéd. **Therefore, it would be 
better.to have to deal only with one 
legislative body than with two, as now 
suggested. Prohibition must be 
fought out by the election of candi- 
dates at the polls, the same as any 
other public question. There is scar- 
cely a possibility of making it the 
main or single issue in a federal con- 
test, there are so many other import- 
ant questions to be considered, but 
there need be very little difficulty in 
forcing it as a district and single issue 
in any provincia] contest, provided 
the authority now divided between 
the Dominion and the provinces were 
placed completely in the hands of the 
provinces. 


SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, April 21, 99. 

The game of question and answer 
was continued on Thursday and the 
remainder of the 185 questions on the 
order paper wiped off. Sometimes 
the privilege of questions is used by 
supporters of the government to bring 
out points against the opposition. 
Under this head the house was 
informed that Hon. Mr. Foster’s ex. 
penses charged to the country while 
a member of the government were 
$9,045. This included his private 
secretary. Sir Charles Tupper had 
charged $11,936 to the country while 
a minister and $5,045 while high 
commissioner, in addition to $2,000 a 
year allowed for contingent ‘expenses. 

The royal commission appointed 
by the late government to enquire 
into the liquor question had cost 
$86,984.

Hon. Mr. Sifton assented to the 
principle of the bill, but suggested 
that it be referred to a special com- 
mittee for amendment in some particu- 
lars which was agreed to. 

Richardson moved the second read- 
ing of his bill to permit the attach- 
ment of salaries of civil servants. A 
large number of members supported 
the bill. The premier moved the 
adjournment ef the debate to allow 
of the bill being examined by the 
minister of justice. 

Several other bills were advanced a 
stage. 

After the house rose Capt. Bernier, 
of Quebec, who has projected a Cana- 
dian polar expedition, gave a lecture, 
illustrated by lime light views, in 
room 16 of the buildings. He showed 
the routes of the various polar ex- 
peditions and the men and _ ships 
which took part. He is asking for 
government aid. 

On Friday, 21st, the house met at 
the usual hour, but after routine 
business, adjourned until Monday 
without any» reason being given. 
Many of the members were seriously 
disappointed, as they had hoped that 
once the address was disposed of 
business would go on briskly. 

Snow’ is still in sight in low and 
sheltered places. The river is open 
and water high, but ordinary naviga- 
tion has not yet commenced. No 
seeding in the Ottawa district or east- 
ward yet: In Southern Ontario the 
season is very much further advanced. 


Orrawa, April 26, ’97. 
Monday was occupied by answers 
and questions and discussions on 
motions by private members. 


Freight on Yukon military sup- 
plies by way of St. Michaels cost 
$250 a ton. Over the White pass 
the charge for packing was 9c to 50c 
a pound. 

The works for the drainage of Lake 
Manitoba consist of a cut 1,300 feet 
long and 200 feet wide at the bottom. 


Two bundred and_ twenty-two 
mounted police officers and men are 
in the Yukon, assisted by 41 specials ; 
264 in all. Of these 65 are at Daw- 
son, 81 at Tagish, and the rest scatter- 
ed *in 27 small detachments. The 
estimated future average cost per day 
of pay and maintenance will be $3.75 
per man. 

The report of Mr. Clute on the 
Crow’s Nest pass railway charges 
against the C. P. R. company will be 
laid before the house shortly. 

During the year ending 3lst De- 
cember, 1898, the government paid as 
bonuses to British steamboat com- 
panies $2,200 for adults and $165 for 
children. During the same period 
foreign steamships were paid $23,130 
for adults brought from the continent 
of Europe. Nothing was paid for 
children. 

Davis (liberal) ‘Saskatchewan, mov- 
ed that coal oil should be put on 
the free list. The reduction in the 
tariff on oil by the present govern- 
ment ; the privilege of transport in 
tank cars; and the reduction in 
freight as the result of the Crow’s 
Nest pass railway bargain had reduced 
the price of coal oil considerably in 
the west. But now that the cil refin- 
ing industry of Ontario had fallen 
into the hands of a foreign company 
the duty might well be wiped out 
altogether. Canada produced 10,250,- 
000 gallons of oil last year. The 
protection: of 5c a gallon gave the 
present owners, the Standard Oil 
Company, an extra profit of $512,500 
out of the people of Canada. We 
imported 8,010,000 gallons upon 
which the duty was $400,517, making 
a total direct payment by the people 
on account of oil duties of nearly a 
million dollars. If the duty and cost 
of inspection were taken off coal oil it 
could be laid down in the Territories 
at 12}c a gallon. With the duty the 
Standard Oil company should be able 
to sell at 194c¢ a gallon, but they are 
really charging 21 he a gallon. 

Fraser, liberal, East. Lambton, 
opposed the motion. The producers 
of oil were Canadians and had no 
interest in the Standard Oil Co. 
They owned 90 per cent. of the capital 
employed in the industry and num- 
bered 700 persons. The high cost of 
oil in the west was due to the high 
freight charges, $335 a car tank or
